A Falling  Away

Editor’s  Note;  Brother  Cheesman  has  been  asked  to  comment  on  the 
subject:  “What  causes  inactivity  and  apostasy  among  LDS  youth 
attending  BYU.”  In  addition  to  his  many  Church  duties,  not  the  least  of 
which  those  of  a Bishop,  Brother  Cheesman  is  also  one  of  the  Church’s 
most  outstanding  Book  of  Mormon  archaeologists.  He  has  recently 
returned  from  an  expedition  in  Central  America. 

What  causes  an  LDS  person  to  become  disaffected  with  the  Church 
while  attending  BYU? 

Many  comments  have  been  made  by  students  concerning  how  much 
their  testimony  has  been  strengthened  while  attending  BYU.  A few, 
however,  do  not  become  stronger.  What  causes  this?  This  is  the  Lord’s 
University— surely  the  influence  for  doing  good  is  available  to  everyone 
who  comes  within  its  bounds.  Where  is  the  failure? 

As  a result  of  similar  experience  in  other  facets  of  life  a general 
answer  to  the  problem  is  that  whenever  any  of  God’s  children  choose  to 
follow  the  evil  forces,  they  will  draw  away  from  the  righteous  path. 
More  specifically,  why  then  do  some  students  choose  evil  while 
attending  BYU? 

PROBLEMS  AT  HOME 

Many  problems  begin  long  before  the  student  ever  arrives  at  school. 
Ail  through  adolescence  patterns  of  thought  and  reaction  are  being 
formed.  The  attitudes  of  a parent  in  the  home  are  essential  in  forming 
positive  habits.  If  parents  or  other  members  of  the  family  have  Word  of 
Wisdom  problems  or  do  not  live  the  Ten  Commandments  or  there  has 
been  a divorce,  high  standards  will  be  harder  to  form.  The  student, 
therefore,  may  only  be  continuing  a pattern  developed  before  coming 
to  the  Y. 

There  are  also  students  coming  from  families  very  active  in  the 
Church.  Some  young  people  coming  from  families  such  as  these  have 
taken  the  Church  for  granted  throughout  their  lives.  Consequently, 
when  they  arrive  here,  they  feel  like  they  can  take  it  or  leave  it,  as  far  as 
the  Church  goes.  Others  feel  like  they  have  been  sent  to  BYU.  They 
resent  this  and  either  openly  rebel  against  the  Church  or  become 
passive. 

WHILE  AT  SCHOOL 

At  school,  students  feel  a new  freedom— they  are  away  from  the 
domination  of  their  parents.  This  feeling  of  freedom  leads  them  to  do 
what  they  please,  such  as  engaging  in  other  activites  on  Sunday,  such  as 
sports,  and  they  fail  to  keep  the  Sabbath  Day  holy. 

Roommates  are  sometimes  a problem.  A new  student  may  be  thrown 
in  with  an  apartment  of  students  he  is  unfamiliar  with— students 
disinterested  with  the  Church.  Depending  on  how  disinterested  those 
students  are,  Word  of  Wisdom  problems  may  develop. 

CHURCH  ITSELF 

Sometimes  Church  itself  may  be  at  the  bottom  of  the  problem. 
Young  people  may  feel  ignored  by  their  ward— especially  when  home 
teachers  or  other  representatives  of  the  Bishop  never  show  up.  They  are 
not  called  to  positions  of  responsibility.  Sometimes  students  feel  like 
they  cannot  identify  with  the  sort  of  young  people  who,  they  feel, 
attend  Church. 

An  excuse  used  artificially  appears  to  stem  from  the  fact  that  too 
many  think  the  Church  meetings  are  too  long  or  too  dull. 

BAD  ATTITUDE 

While  some  of  these  other  reasons  which  have  been  listed  are  often 
cited  as  major,  most  difficulties  seem  to  arise  from  problems  with  a bad 
attitude.  Bad  attitudes  may  be  spawned  on  pressures  from  feeling  “over 
age”  and  having  not  yet  found  a mate.  These  pressures  may  lead 
students  from  established  principles  and  guidelines  into  doing  “new  and 
different”  things  to  try  and  change  these,  problems.  Straying  from 
observance  of  dress  standards,  staying  alone  together  in  situations 
which  lead  to  moral  temptations  (out  too  late,  in  automobiles  alone,  in 
apartment  too  late  or  alone),  weakening  of  morals  due  to  a strong 
attraction  from  courtship  prior  to  marriage;  all,  individually,  or  in  a 
series,  contribute  to  bad  attitudes  and  guilty  feelings— which  all 
contribute  to  apostasy. 

Frequently  poor  movies,  perusing  unsavory  reading  material  or 
listening  to  poor  music  all  fill  in  with  these  other  reasons.  Student 
unrest,  loneliness,  curiosity  and  just  plain  laziness  contribute  to  many 
of  these  problems. 

Although  these  specific  reasons  might  not  cover  all  the  possibilities, 
they  might  be  warning  areas  for  some.  It  is  understood  that  we  have 
such  a high  degree  of  freedom  here  at  the  Y that  we  really  choose  to  do 
what  we  want  to  do.  A person  can  find  strength  and  weakness  wherever 
he  goes.  The  nearer  to  obtaining  the  pure  love  of  God,  the  happier  we 
will  be  and  the  more  we  will  enjoy  our  stay  at  the  Y. 

What  is  really  needed  is  a testimony.  When  this  is  achieved  to  a degree 
of  strength,  no  power  of  evil  can  overthrow  it.  It  must  be  fed  and 
carefully  guarded  and  defended  when  weaknesses  show  up  but  it  can  be 
maintained. 
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I know  it  isn’t  the  best  apartment  in  the  world,  but  you  just  wouldn’t  believe  the  low  rent.

Here  usually  is  enacted  the 
Legend  of  Timpanogos,  the  love 
story  of  Red  Eagle  and  Utahna, 
who  was  sacrificed  on  the  rugged 
mountain-a  legend  created  by  the 
late  E.L.  Roberts,  BYU  professor 
of  physical  education,  who 
originated  the  mass  trek  up  the 
12,000-foot  peak  in  1912. 

Robert’s  legend  ends  with  the 
heart  of  the  dead  lovers  merging 
into  one  in  the  great  Heart  of 
Timpanogos,  an  actual 
heart-shaped  stalactite  in 
Timpanogos  Cave,  a national 
monument  on  the  north  slope  of 
the  mountain.  Also,  miraculously, 
the  mountain’s  silhouette  took 
the  shape  of  a “sleeping  maiden,” 
the  actual  Indian  meaning  of 
Timpanogos. 

Early  the  next  morning  the 
hikers  begin  their  assault  on  the 
mountain.  Nearly  5,000  of  them 
start  up  the  mountain  and  reach 
Emerald  Lake  on  a plateau  at  an 
elevation  of  about  10,000  feet. 
Only  about  half  of  these  continue 
up  beyond  the  timberline  to  the 
summit.  There  they  receive 
Summit  Club  badges  awarded  by 
the  Provo  Chamber  of  Commerce 
for  their  accomplished  effort  of 
reaching  the  top. 

Since  the  hike  was  inaugiuated 
in  1912,  over  55,000  persons  have 
reached  the  top  and  have  enjoye(i 
the  breathtaking  view  of  several 
Utah  valleys.

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Duke  Professor,  Critic  Guides 
French  20th  Century  Students 


I Hawaiian  Queen  At  yI  ;

This  summer  BYU’s  French 
Dept,  has  brought  in  Dr.  Wallace 
Fowlie,  critic  and  professor  at 
Duke  University,  to  teach  two 
advanced  classes  in  French 
literature. 

During  his  second  summer 
session  on  the  BYU  campus,  Dr. 
Fowlie’s  courses  are  French  585, 
French  Literature  of  the  20th 
Century,  and  French  645A,  a class 
about  civilization  and  the  modern 
theater  in  France. 

The  first  course  is  a survey  of 
20th  century  French  writings;  the 
goal  of  the  second,  according  to 
its  professor,  is  “to  associate  a 
play,  a given  play,  with  a moment 
in  French  civilization.” 

“The  theater  is,  of  all  the  arts, 
the  reflection  of  the  day,”  he  said. 
“I’m  always  trying  to  attach  the 
production  of  things,  the  first 
production  of  the  play  and  its 
reception  and  why  it  was  received, 
what  it  corresponded  to,  in  the 
politics  of  the  day,  in  the 
preoccupations  of  the  day.” 

Dr.  Fowlie  has  himself  written  a 
body  of  critical  works  relating  to 
the  topics  he  is  teaching  at  the 
university,  among  them  an 
assessment  of  contemporary 
French  theater,  “Dionysus  in 
Paris.” 

CRITICAL  DEBT 

He  has  also  devoted  volumes  to 
Proust,  Claudel,  Gide  and 
Cocteau.  “These  were  in  a way 
formal  debts  I was  trying  to  pay 
up,  I think,”  Dr.  Fowlie  said. 

“I  wanted  to  do  a single  book 
on  each  of  the  authors  who  had 
meant  a great  deal  to  me 
personally.” 

“I  believe  that  a critic  should 
try  to  shed  light  about  what  he 
belives  in,”  he  continued. 

The  visiting  professor’s  most 


recent  critical  work  is  a volume 
about  the  19th  century  author 
Stendhal,  whom,  he  says,  has 
recently  achieved  great  popularity 
among  students  in  the  United 
States.  The  book  will  be  released 
in  the  fall. 

Another  recent  volume  he  has 
written  is  “The  French  Critic, 
1549-1967,”  published  in  1968 
by  the  Southern  Illinois 
University  Press. 

A new  form  of  criticism  in 
France,  “structuralism,”  is  the 
most  important  literary 
development  of  the  1960s, 
according  to  Dr.  Fowlie. 

“The  new  criticism  has  become 
almost  a kind  of  novel  where  they 
use  the  subject  matter  of  a novel 
almost  as  the  novelist  uses  life  to 
talk  about,”  he  said. 

Dr.  Fowlie,  who  was  himself 
educated  at  Harvard  and  who  has 
spent  a good  deal  of  time  in 
France,  has  found  his  second 
summer  in  Provo  to  be  a time  for 
the  “the  joy  of  rediscovery.” 

“I  enjoy  myself,”  he  says.  “I 
like  coming  back  to  something 
that  I know  something  about,  and 
I loved  the  community.” 

“The  sense  of  community”  he 
says  he  finds  in  Provo,  blended 
“with  a conviction  about  life  and 
how  to  live.  . . is  very  unusual  in 
this  country  now.” 

“My  one  worry  is  that  we’re  too 
separated  from  the  world.  You 
have  to  pay  up  for  having  peace  in 
some  way.  You  do  have  a 
wonderful  atmosphere  for  work 
and  a religious  kind  of  life 
certainly,  but  that  may  be  a little 
bit  at  the  expense  of  keeping 
aware  of  the  world,”  he  noted. 

SOPHISTICATED  READERS 

The  students  he  has  had  at 
BYU,  however,  he  finds  “very 
sophisticated  about  literature.” 
They  “have  a good  feeling  for  it 
and.  . . know  how  to  read.”
